Heres a note on the QRP+ Reciever Mixer (U3). I know Stan now (SK) 
helped me with this mod when my QRP+ got damaged by antenna static 
discharge. These notes may be useful for those who did the 
modification whereby U3 (an SBL-1) was removed from the board..not in 
the conventional way of desoldering it and soldering another one in 
its place..but rather by cutting off the old enclosure to the SBL-1 
metal can..thereby exposing the inards of the component. Then snip 
snip again..and out came the diodes and small little transformer. 
THEN..to replace ...piggy back..another SBL1 on top of the pins..pin 
for pin..and solder. 

WELL..my mod never worked very well..the pin for pin soldering did 
would result in a break or two from time to time and generally poor 
connections. So..I made some brass shims..(brass 1/16 inch) from 

a hobby store..and cut them into short 1/4 in. pieces..8 required. 
Then made a cut part way through..as a solder hole..to solder it to 
the old pins of the old original SBL1. Then I plugged in the piggy 
back SBL1..and voila..a nice solid connection. Works real good. 

And the nice thing about it..I can unplug the Reciever Mixer and try 
experimenting with different mixer modules. I have some honeywell 
mixers from an old junked spectrum analyser..that id like to try some 
time.

Keep in mind, too, that these frequencies are decided on state by state. 
Here in Michigan we went to 20 KHz channel spacing a while back, rather than 
the 15 KHz that is more popular on the east coast. This gets a tad messy on 
the simplex frequencies, which aren't coordinated, since some folks use the 
newer 20 KHz spacing (which is probably 15 years old by now), and others the 
old 30 KHz spacing. It also gets messy near the state boundaries, which you 
have an abundance of in the upper right corner!

I'm a little surprised that Michigan went to 20 KHz, because I would have thought 
it's a solution that doesn't suit your situation. But I may be wrong; I don't know 
much about Michigan except for the Detroit area. 


15 KHz separation between repeaters isn't enough for people to use both repeaters 
effectively - IF there is no geographical separation between them. The states that 
initially went to that separation were places like Texas, which is as different 
from New England as it's possible to be. In Texas, you have cities with lots of 


population and lots of repeaters - and wide-open spaces between the cities where 
nobody lives, and thus hardly any repeaters. The geographical separation that we 
use here in New England to make the 15 KHz separation work doesn't make sense 
there. 


On the other hand, if you have an area like New England with almost no uninhabited 
areas (aside from protected areas such as state and national forests, the only 
really deserted area in New England is northern Maine), and you want to physically 
spread repeaters around all your area, 15 KHz separation lets you have more 
repeaters than 20 KHz would. That's why we still use it here.

There actually was a WQ1RP on 80m from 0100 to 0215Z - in other words, me. I was 
scheduled to be on until the very end of the contest at 0300Z, but there was ZERO 
activity on 80 after 0200 - nobody else working stations or even calling CQ - sol 
gave up and tore down the station early. QRN on 80 was a bit high, but it was 
possible to make contacts; I took time off from QRP Afield to check into the local 
traffic net at 2300Z and 0200Z, and got in both times, though it was actually 
easier at 2300! 


I never heard WQ1RP otherwise. Of course, if New Englanders were operating on the 
high bands - 15 and 10 - I wouldn't have been able to get them unless they were 
really nearby. I spent lots of time on 40; either nobody operated the club call 
there, or it all happened before 1900Z or after 0100Z. (I expect I would have 


heard them if they had been on while I was on that band.) 


I didn't get on the air until nearly 1900Z (aside from the general fact that I 
don't do mornings well, there were a few technical difficulties getting set up), 
and that turned out to be a big mistake. I took a short dinner break around 2130Z, 
and when I came back to the radio, it was as if the bands had died. But it wasn't; 
the QRP Afield activity had simply disappeared. It seems that lots of people chose 
to work the first 6 hours (or some portion of them) and then shut down, so I would 
have done much better in the contest if I had managed to get the antenna up 
sooner. 


KF2EW was in the right place at the right time. He worked me as KE1L on 80M at 
Q058Z, and then again a couple of minutes later as WQ1RP. 


The casual count looks like 60 contacts from 1900Z to 0100Z, plus eight contacts 
as WQ1RP between 0100Z and 0200Z. (I got back on as WQ1RP at around 0205Z and 
tried for another 10 minutes, but heard no 80m QRP Afield activity at all.)

You can generate the S-Parameters yourself by using PSpice or 
ALMOND (shareware available on my web page). It may be entirely 
possible to do it with RFsim99. You should have enough information from 
the manufacturer's data sheets to put together a hybrid-pi model of the 
transistor, and then you just do a frequency sweep analysis and reap the 
results. I've had to do this with numerous devices such as the 2N2222 for 
doing RF design.

I recently used and was impressed with a prototype DSP filter kit that Zim, 
VK3GIJZ designs, builds, and sells. In keeping with the QRP philosophy, it is 
a simple filter with little in the way of bells and whistles. But, more 
importantly, it is the first DSP filter I have seen that has a low enough 
power consumption (9 to 15V at 80 mA) that is beginning to approach being 
useful in the field. Maybe not for backpacking, but for car camping and 
other portable operations where generous amounts of battery power is 
available it is very useful. 


My filter had both a 200 Hz and 100 Hz filters centered at 500 Hz. These are 
very sharp filters and have stop bands that are very far down. The filter is 
a raised cosine, which is different than most other DSPs which use infinite 
or finite response filters. The raised cosine seems to give a more analog 
quality to the signal and reduces ringing, even at the 100 Hz bandwidth. The 
DSP was the first I have used that did not have any obvious digital 
artifacts unless it was over driven. There are no controls, you must be 
satisfied with the presets that you chose. But PROMS are interchangeable and 


two sockets are provided on the board to switch between. 


I used the filter with both my TS-850 and my K-1. Neither have filters as 
narrow as the 100 Hz and 200 Hz filters that Zim's filters have, although 
with the variable high and low cut, the 850 comes close. With the 200 Hz 
filter in place, signals more than 150 Hz away simply disappear. I found 
this a very useful aid on 20 M when a loud FISTS station who obviously could 
not copy me came on and started calling CQ 300 Hz down the band in the 
middle of a QSO. Similarly one can work within 200 Hz or so of the digital 
signals above the QRP frequency on 20 M. The 100 Hz width, although too 
narrow for most work, allowed me to tune through a pile up and pick out 
single stations. 


Zim sells two versions, one mono and the other stereo. The kits are 
assembled boards. The boards have sockets for two ROM defined DSP functions. 
You can switch between the two. He offers a variety of center 
frequency/bandwidth CW filters for you to chose from when you order. If he 
doesn't have what you want he can program your favorite CW combination. 


Zim also offers an SSB filter ROM and a PSK filter ROM, which not only 
outputs a narrow audio signal, but also a narrow filtered regenerated PSK 
signal. 


For the stereo filter, two very interesting eeproms are available, one for a 
phasing method receiver and one for a phasing method transmitter. So those 
of you with R2s and T2s can move into the digital generation. 


The filters use the the Alesis DSP chips which have 24 bit data paths with 
32 kHz sampling rates. This allows filters with over 100 dB dynamic range. 


The filters are reasonably priced, depending on the exchange rate, the mono 
filter was about US $60 and the stereo filter about US $100. - Dr.

Neither have filters as 
narrow as the 100 Hz and 200 Hz filters that Zim's filters have, although 
with the variable high and low cut, the 850 comes close. With the 200 Hz 
filter in place, signals more than 150 Hz away simply disappear. I found 
this a very useful aid on 20 M when a loud FISTS station who obviously 
could 

not copy me came on and started calling CQ 300 Hz down the band in the 
middle of a QSO. Similarly one can work within 200 Hz or so of the digital 
signals above the QRP frequency on 20 M. The 100 Hz width, although too 
narrow for most work, allowed me to tune through a pile up and pick out 
single stations.

Zim sells two versions, one mono and the other stereo. The kits are 
assembled boards. The boards have sockets for two ROM defined DSP 
unctions. 

You can switch between the two. He offers a variety of center 
frequency/bandwidth CW filters for you to chose from when you order. If he 
doesn't have what you want he can program your favorite CW combination.

Zim also offers an SSB filter ROM and a PSK filter ROM, which not only 


outputs a narrow audio signal, but also a narrow filtered regenerated PSK 
signal. 


For the stereo filter, two very interesting eeproms are available, one for 


phasing method receiver and one for a phasing method transmitter. So those 
of you with R2s and T2s can move into the digital generation. 


The filters use the the Alesis DSP chips which have 24 bit data paths with 
32 kHz sampling rates. This allows filters with over 100 dB dynamic range.

The filters are reasonably priced, depending on the exchange rate, the

R-Mers, 


My offering of a VXO circuit for the Rock-Mite is not as elegant and 
sophisticated as the design by NB6M but it's functional. 


The R-M/40 is now installed in a PCB chassis that allows some room for 
working on mods and such. The Chuck Wagon novalty enclosure was just for fun. 


An 8.5 to 100 pF trimmer and a 27 uH coil were added in series with the Y2 
crystal. The coil is 8 turns of #26 on an FT37-43 toroid. A molded choke 
would most likely work as well. The use of the machined DIP socket pins as 
crystal sockets made this easy to do. These values were selected from 
circuits used by W1FB. 


Stability = no noticible drift from power on. 


Approx. tuning range = 2.8 kHz with 7040 crystal installed -- 3 kHz with 
a 7122. 


Ranges using the FT-847 to monitor using a 7040 crystal are: 7038.6 to 7040 
and 7040 to 7042.8. Pressing the shift button causes the difference. 
Similar ranges were noted with the 7122 crystall installed. 


A grounding clip for the cystal was fashioned from a paper clip. This made 
a noticeable difference. The frequency shifted lower and the wobble 
modulation from vibrations stopped. 


The major downside of this arrangement is the tuning. The capacitor has to 
be tuned with an insulated wand. Possible there is a way to use a varactor 

to do the tuning. I'm not clever enough to see it just now though. 
However, being able to tune around a bit even with a plastic wand was neat. 
I'll send a picture of my lashup to Rod for the Rock-Mite Files.
